g ram of the preparatory disarm am ent 
com m i anon of the League of Nations. 
Delegates from the United States, 
G reat 
Britain, 
Japan, 
F rance 
and 
Italy worked on the preparation of a 
m em orandum providing for the inser­ 
tion of the W ashington and London 
naval accords into the d raft conven­ 
tion which the preparatory com m is­ 
sion hopes to evolve as the basis for a 
w orld disarm am ent conference. Item s 
of naval disarm am ent not considered 
in the W ashington and lo n d o n tre a ­ 
ties will also be considered 
in 
the 
m em orandum of the five powers. 
Since the com mission's proposed dis­ 
arm a m en t convention will cover ail 
form s of arm am ent, such as calibre of 
guns, arm ing of m erchant ships, and 
distributon and size of personnel, the 
big powers decided to discuss these 
things am ong themselves. 
It was understood th a t the big five 
would not attem p t fu rth er attem pts 
to extend the W ashington and London 
treaties to other powers. • except 
by 
m ethods already discussed at the Lon­ 
don conference. 
M any delegates hern 
consider the method too complicated 
to form the basis for a d raft conven­ 
tion. 
The commission adopted 
a 
d r a f t 
convention on land, sea and air m a n ­ 
power, by which countries using con­ 
scription would pledge themselves not 
to exceed the m axim um universal per­ 
iod of training to be decided at the 
com ing general disarm am ent confer­ 
ence. 
Suggestions for the length of 
th e training period varied, 
ranging 
from one year proposed by F rance to 
four proposed by Japan.

A lift time on the farm, 
and his work as Vice President of the Twin City Milk Producers 
Association, have familiarized him with both the farmer’s pro­ 
duction problems and the farmer’s marketing problems. Indeed, 
he is so well qualified in these matters that it is likely < io .ernor- 
elect Olson would have named him State* Commissioner of Agri­ 
culture, had he not been victorious ut the poll. iii his quest for 
the Lieutenant Governorship. 
Nor can the election of a Farmer-Labor Lh ut - in ut trover 
nor be looked upon as a political catastrophe, even by staunch 
Republicans. Inasmuch as Minnesota has chosen a f armer Labor 
Governor, it is just as well that Minnesota also have a Farmer- 
Labor Lieutenant Governor, to succeed to the gubernatorial chan 
in the event of the death or disability of his chief. 
Minnesotans signified their wish to keep a Democratic Ad­ 
ministration in the State Capitol when they re-elected Governor 
John A. Johnson in 1908, but Mr. Johnson’s untimely death gave 
them a Republican Administration under A. O. Kberhurt. I hey 
similarly signified their wish for a Democratic Administration 
when, in 1914, they elected Governor Winfield S. Hammond, but 
his sudden death gave them a Republican Administration under 
Mr. Burnquist. 
In the Republic's infancy, the losing candidate tor I*ret id* id 
automatically became Vice President, but tin* incongruity of this 
plan soon became apparent in practice, and the I welfth Amend­ 
ment makes it virtually impossible for a President’s death to 
bring suddenly into power a defeated political party. What i 
good for the Nation, is good also for a State. It, is no more than 
fitting that a Farmer-Labor Governor should have associated 
with him, and ready to succeed him iii the untoward event o' 
death or disability, a Farmer-Labor Lieutenant Governor.

counties. The fact that there is unemployment, that .o maut oi l 
men are shunted from their jobs to make way v:r younger men. 
the further fact that there is an increasing number of old people 
who through sickness, accident or other contingencies have failed 
to provide for their older years, lias brought the subject ol old 
age pensions to the notice of counties iii the state. 
The old age pension law has apparently been adopted by tin* 
voters of Ramsey county at the general elei’ti; ii last Tuesday, lait 
cannot become effective until 1932. This \\:is announced Saturday 
by George J. Rise, county auditor of Ramsey county, who said I bal 
inasmuch as no funds had been provided for 19 11 tK* boti rd ol 
County Commissioners would be unable to pr< , ide money i itil 
the 1932 budget becomes effective. 
The pension will be administered by the judges ol the Ram­ 
sey County District Court, although the Comity Commissioners 
probably will set up some agency, such as file Board of Public 
Welfare, to aid the Court in investigations and detailed work. 
Under the terms of tin* Pension Law a person more than 79 
years old and with no other support may be granted a maximum 
pension of $1 a day. Should such a person leave an estate th 
money which he has been given with simple interest at 3 per cent 
a year may be claimed by the county. 
Dr. G. A. Lundquist. secretary of the Board of Public W : 
fare, who made an investigation of the pension plan in Ramsey 
County, announced several weeks ago that the pension probnhh 
would cost the county $112,000 the first year, with this amount 
gradually increasing. This would mean a tax increase of approxi­ 
mately .6 of a mill. 
Mayor Bundlie said Saturday that he would ask the Judges 
of the District Court to confer with the County Commissioners 
and the Board of Public Welfare with a view to working out plans 
for machinery to handle the pension work aud also to make a 
budget request computation for the 1932 budget. 
The old age pension proposal in Stearns count., was lost In 
the narrow margin of 18 votes, according to the official report of 
the canvassing board, reviewing the returns of Tuesday's general 
election. 
There has been much inquiry in Brainerd and Crow Wing 
county about old age pensions, but as will be noticed, each county 
must act favorably on the state law to make the proposal effec­ 
tive and the funds must be supplied In such county.

Q u ite a number of persons have been asking about the lieu­ 
tenant governor-elect and the Dispatch is pleased to publish this 
editorial from the Minneapolis Journal which casts illuminating 
light. 
Henry Arens was husking corn on his Scott County farm, 
instead of hanging over precinct tables studying returns, when 
he got the news of his election as Lieutenant Governor of Min­ 
nesota. And that, we believe, is typical of Henry Arens. There 
doubtless have been other men seeking office as farm er candidates 
who might hurry into overalls, and pretend to be busy with the 
chores of husbandry, at the approach of reporters. But not Henry 
Arens. With him the farm comes first, his own political fortunes 
second. 
Which in no way detracts from Mr. Arens’ potential value as 
Lieutenant Governor. Eight years in the State Senate, with oc­ 
casional trips to the rostrum as presiding office r, have familiar­ 
ized him with the duties of his new post. A life time on the farm, 
and his work as Vice President of the* Twin City Milk Producers 
Association, have familiarized him with both the farm er’s pro­ 
duction problems and the farm er’s marketing problems. Indeed, 
he is so well qualified in these matters that it is likely Governor- 
elect Olson would have named him State Commissioner of Agri­ 
culture, had he not been victorious at the polls in his quest for 
the Lieutenant Governorship. 
Nor can the election of a Farmer-Labor Lieutenant Gover­ 
nor be looked upon as a political catastrophe, even by staunch 
Republicans. Inasmuch as Minnesota has chosen a Farmer-Labor 
Governor, it is just as well I hat Minnesota also have* a Farmer- 
Labor Lieutenant Governor, to succeed to the gubernatorial chai) 
in the event of the death or disability of his chief. 
Minnesotans signified their wish to keep a Democratic Ad­ 
ministration in the State Capitol when they re-elected Governor 
John A. Johnson in 1908, but Mr. Johnson’s untimely death gave 
them a Republican Administration under A. (). Eberhart. They 
similarly signified their wish for a Democratic Administration 
when,, in 1914, they elected Governor Winfield S. Hammond, but 
his sudden death gave them a Republican Administration under 
Mr. Burnquist. 
In the Republic’s infancy, the losing candidate for Preside nt 
automatically became Vice President, but the incongruity of this 
plan soon became apparent in practice, and the Twelfth Amend­ 
ment makes it virtually impossible for a President’s death to 
bring suddenly into power a defeated political party. What is 
good for the Nation, is good also for a State. It is no more than 
fitting that a Farmer-Labor Governor should have associated 
with him, and ready to succeed him iii the untoward event of 
death or disability, a Farmer-Labor Lieutenant Governor.

Old age pension proposals arc being considered by many 
counties. The fact that there is unemployment, that so many o ld 
men are shunted from their jobs to make way ’Tv younger men, 
the further fact that there is an increasing number of oh! people 
who through sickness, accident or other contingencies have failed 
to provide for their older years, has brought tin' subject of old 
age pensions to the notice of counties iii the state. 
The old age pension law has apparently been adopted by tin; 
voters of Ramsey county at tin' general election last Tuesday, but 
cannot become effective until 1932. This was announced Saturday 
by George J. Rise, county auditor of Ramsey county, who said thai 
inasmuch as no funds had been provided for 1931 the board of 
County Commissioners would be unable to provide money until 
the 1932 budget becomes effective. 
The pension will be administered by the judges of tilt' Ram­ 
sey County District Court, although the County Commissioners 
probably will set up some agency, such as Hie Board o f Public 
Welfare, to aid the Court in investigations and detailed work. 
Under the terms of the Pension Law a person more than YO 
years old and with no other support may bo granted a maximum 
pension of $1 a day. Should such a person leave an estate tho 
money which he has been given with simple interest at 
per cent 
a year may be claimed by the county. 
Dr. G. A. Lundquist, secretary of the Board of Public Wel­ 
fare, who made an investigation of the pension plan in Ramsey 
County, announced several weeks ago that the pension probably 
would cost the county $112,000 the first year, with this amount 
gradually increasing. This would mean a tax increase of approxi­ 
mately .6 of a mill. 
Mayor Bundlie said Saturday that he would ask the Judges 
of the District Court to confer with tilt* County Commissioners 
and the Board of Public Welfare with a view to working out plans 
for machinery to handle the pension work aud also to make a 
budget request computation for the 1932 budget. 
The old age pension proposal in Stearns county w a s lo st by 
the narrow margin of 18 votes, according to the official report of 
the canvassing board, reviewing the returns of Tuesday’s general 
election. 
There has been much inquiry in Brainerd and ('row Wing 
county about old age pensions, but as will be noticed, each county 
must act favorably on the state law to make the proposal effec­ 
tive and the funds must be supplied by such county.
